"The death of the Shah to to be de 


plored," Mr. Winston said. "He was a 
kind hearted, very Intelligent man and 
filled with progressive kleas that would 
have benefltted his country lmmensel> 
had he been permitted to carry them 
out. He ascended the throne when a 
boy, with the limited education In 
mathematics and Persian 
literature 


gained in the native schools and po 
sessed of the crude and barbaric notions 
gained from lack of contact with civ- 
ilization, it being an unwritten law In 
Persia that the heir apparent' shall no 
live at'the capital city.

While it Is not Incumbent upon me to 
give notice of intent to enforce aiiyj 
existing law. still, when a sudden deter- 
mination has been reached In reference 
to the enforcement of an ordinance 
which mig-ht cause Rreatt Inconven- 
ience, I feel that it Is my duty to noti- 
fy the public prior to taking action. 
Therefor this notice shall serve as a 
warning to all our citizens,, that I pro- 
pose to proceed at once to make arrests 
of all persons leaving hoises or mules 
unfastened on the stieets.. Jt lb a most 
dangerous practice as has been re- 
cently shown, and must not continue. 


I shall proceed under Ordinance 1140 
which reads as follows:
